GOLDBtTG HYPOCBISY. 


The 
hypocrisy of 
the gold bag, 


whether in Congress or Nevada, is 
simply astounding. In Washington he 
feigns to be in favor of silver, bat votes 
against every measure that ia intended 
to restore the metal to its former 
standard. In Nevada, with chilled- 
iron cheek, he proclaims himself for 
free coinage, and in the same breath 
shouts for the party that is opposed to 
it. In the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives he votes for the repeal of 
the Sherman act, and against the pass- 
age of the Seigniorage bill over the 
President's veto, and then pretends to 
favor silver by asking permission of 
Mexico tc coin silver dollars in the 
United States. And now, to cap the 
climax, as a dissembler, be telegraphs 
his sympathy with the movement in- 
augurated in London to promote the 
restoration of silver by international 
agreement. 


When statesmen, not political trick- 


sters, were In tbj "scendenc? in Con- 
gress and patriu'. >n pervaded the 
country; when duplex politicians of the 
Sherman-Gorman type -"*oald be rele- 
gated to private life by the people, as 
they would be now if corporate power 
and two-dollar bills did not determine 
elections, Congress did not dance at- 
tendance on monarchies. Those dis- 
semblers who now combine to main- 
tain the gold standard, know that the 
United States is fully capable of re- 
adopting and maintaining the financial 
policy which stood the test of ages, and 
which was fradalently changed at the 
instigation of the money powers in 
1873. 
They know that from the estab- 


lishment of the United States mint, 
over a century ago, until the crime of 
demonetization was secretly perpetra- 
ced by Sherman & Co., that the United 
States was the- most prosperous nation 
on the earth, and that it would be to- 
day if that crime was expiated by the 
restoration of silver. They see milions 
of people seeking employment, and 
many of them begging for bread, prop- 
erty depreciating in value, the govern- 
ment running in debt, confldencn des- 
troyed and business paralyzed because 
of the adoption of the gold standard, 
but instead of meeting the situation 
like men, and applying the remedy that 
common senses prescribes for the evils 
tbat beaet the country, they await the 
action of Europe, oppose every propo- 
a.tion introduced in Congress to re- 
store silver while pretending to be its 
friends, and, rather than offend the 
gold trust let general distress pervade 
the country. 


Is it not unfortunate that there are 


men, professing to havo the interests 
of the public at heart, right here in 
Nevada who, in the hope of getting 
office, uphold such hypocrites as Sher- 
innn & Co?

THE BIMETALLIC MJKETINO. 


Opinions of Eastern Statesmen on the 


Outlook for Silver. 


WASHINGTON, May 4,—The Senators 


and Representatives who assisted in the 
repeal of the Sherman act express 
themselves as being in hearty sympathy 
with the bimetallic movement in En- 
gland. Senator Hill said: "I joined 
the dispatch to the Bimetallic Congress 
because I desired to encourage them in 
their earnest efforts to promote the 
cause of a doable standard. The best 
thinkers, the best writers, the best 
statesmen, and the best financiers are 
gradually but surely realizing the fact 
that the single standard of gold means 
the impoverishment of the 
people 


everywhere, and some adequate relief 
from the present conditions is essen- 
tial. There are some indications that 
English sentiment is now drifting to- 
ward bimetallism. 
It is the duty of 


this government to pursue a course 
which will be an accomplished fact. 
If the present administration does not 
shape itg ruling in tbat direction the 
people will select one that wilL Bi- 
metallism, by international agreement, 
or independently, if necessary, is to be 
the great issue of the future." 


Senator Allison said: " The confer- 


ence in London is significant as re- 
spects its membership and the strong 
utterances favoring the full nse of sil- 
ver as money. I have faith that the 
growing sentiment in favor of the full 
use of silver will find expression at the 
elections in England, Scotland and 
Ireland when dissolution of Parliament 
takes place." 


Senator Voorhees said: "It 
indi- 


cates that the nations will not long 
consent to the continued disuse of 
silver, and points to the restoration of 
free coinage. I expect the issue will 
be met, especially in this country, at a 
very early date and in a determined 
manner. I look for a general, strong 
and popular movement on the subject 
that, when it comes, will defy the oppo- 
sition of money centres and the power 
of money. I hope to live to take part 
in this movement." Voorhees thought 
the movement would not take place 
during the present session of Congress. 


Representative Bland authorized the 


following statement: "I never con- 
sidered an international agreement of 
sufficient importance to delay action 
fay oar own Government. I think we 
are able to maintain our system of bi- 
metallism. Efforts toward an inter- 
national agreement in the past have 
been used as a prefix for delay. I have 
no doubt, however, that the present 
movement of European countries is in 
good faith, and may lead to results. 
But that is too remote to warrant de- 
lay on our1 part for ourselves." 


Recognized by an Ink Spot. 


WATEBTOWN (N. Y.), May 4.—Mra 


Etta Roberts, the so-called materializ- 
ing medium, was exposed in the spirit- 
istic temple here last night. Mrs. Rob- 
erts wrote F. R. Matterson, President 
of the Spiritualist Society, asking the 
privilege of giving a materializing 
seance. The matter was arranged and 
a week ago Friday night the seance 
was given before about fifty members 
of the society. It was not satisfactory 
to many present. The medium ex- 
plained tbat it would be more satisfac- 
tory if a wire cage was provided, in 
which she was to be locked, and from 
which it was alleged she could not es- 
cape except by supernatural means. 


This cage was ready last night and a 


committee locked Mrs. Roberts in. It 
was an hour before anything was seen 
to emerge from the cabinet, and then 
a white form flitted around in front of 
the audience, which sat in almost total 
darkness, and darted back behind the 
curtains. The form had scarcely dis- 
appeared behind the curtain when one 
of the committee, who had crawled on 
the rear of the cabinet, seized an arm 
and yelled: 


"Tuyn ap the lights!" 
Another member of the committee, 


who bad his hand covered with fresh 
ink, patted the ghost or the cheek, 
leaving a beauty spot that was_ easy to 
recognize. There was a general scram- 
ble and pandemonium reigned in the 
hall. The lights were turned up and 
Mrs. Roberts stood in the midst of the 
audience in a costume so unconven- 
tional as to excite pity. A woman 
loaned her a cloak and the medium's 
dress was found after fifteeu minutes, 
and the woman was left alone long 
enough to dresu. Sfce was then con- 
ducted to a rear room to give an ac- 
count of herself before the officers of 
the society. She acknowledged that 
she had been practicing the fraud for 
nine years, but declined to give any 
details.

Senator Alien Defends Him—A Consti- 


tutional Question. 


WASHINGTON, May -1.—Coxey and his 


lieutenants, Browne and Jones, were 
arraigned in the District Police Court 
to-day for violation of the Capitol 
grounds act. The courtroom was filled. 
Populist mem I ers of Congress consti- 
tuting a notable part of the assemblage. 


Attorneys Hyman and Lipscomb for 


the defendants raised an issue on the 
constitutionality of the laws on which 
their clients had been arrested. The 
point was argued by Senator Allen of 
Nebraska. Congress, he said, had no 
power to confer apon the Vice Presi- 
dent and Speaker the right to suspend 
the enforcement of an act any more 
than it had the right to confer that 
power upon' the Czar of Russia. He 
denounced the court for assuming leg- 
islative functions. 
This cause, the 


Senator declared, would assume na- 
tional importance. 
He quoted tbe 


Magna Charter and American revolu- 
tionary history, and declared the arrest 
of the defendants implied the denial of 
tbe rights of peaceable assemblage and 
petition. Those rights were guaranteed 
in the Constitution as regarded every 
spot in tbe District of Colombia, just 
as much as California, Texas or Flor- 
ida. Judge Miller, after the arguments 
were closed, overruled the objections 
of counsel, holding that the Capitol 
grounds act was constitutional. He 
also denied Coxey a special trial. 


The empannelling of the jury oc- 


cupied two hours. Members of the 
Board of Trade were preemptorily 
challenged by the defense. 
Malone 


made the opening statement for the 
prosecution. 


The London Conference Regarded us 


Confirming It. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The agitation 


in Europe and notably in England, iu 
favor of the rehabilitation of silver as 
a money metal is observed with great 
satisfaction by the administration, for 
it is regarded as a strong confirmation 
of the correctness of the principle to 
which President Cleveland has so 
strenuously adhered through thick 
and Ihin and at tbe same time at the 
risk of bis own popularity with his 
party. The President has contended 
that the true and stable equality of 
gold and silver could ba brought about 
and maintained only by agreement be- 
tween the great financial nations of the 
world. 
With this conviction he has 


been obliged to resoulutely oppose any 
individual action by the United States. 
When the extreme silver men have de- 
clared that there could be no hope of 
the consummation of tbe desired inter- 
national agreement, the President has 
replied tbat a flrm and steadfast ad- 
hesion to the line of policy intimated 
by the repeal of the silver purchasing 
section of the Sherman act must inev- 
itably bring about the result. 


One of the purposes in view then was 


to relieve the United States from tbe 
loss and danger to which it was sub- 
jected, by the efforts to maintain, un- 
aided by any of the great financial 
powers, the integrity as a money metal 
of a vast silver circulation. 


Europe had prospered under the 


old conditions and was well satisfied to 
allow the United States to bear the 
burden. The President's theory was 
that by suspending further efforts in 
that direction the United States would 
cause the European nations to feel the 
need of a larger circulating medium 
and to share at least with us the hard- 
ships of a monetary stringency. 


Therefore, the movements now in 


progress in England, Germany and 
France are .regarded by the adminis- 
tration people as evidence of the suc- 
cessful work of the President's policy.

A Cincinnati Mechanic Has Solved the Prob- 


lem of Traveling In the Air. 


John Carrol, Jr., of 125 Kilgonr 


street, after, four years of hard work, 
has completed an invention which he 
hopes will make him famous. Mr. Car- 
rol conceived the idea that he could 
make a machine which could be pro- 
pelled in the air. He is a mechanic of 
unusual ability. His model was com- 
pleted and tried a few days ago, and it 
worked successfully. 


The machine, which-is a neat piece of 


mechanism, weighs about 40 pounds 
and is made of sheet iron. It is capable 
of carrying about S50 pounds weight. 
Mr. Canol tried the machine and work- 
ed it very easily and rode through the 
air at a height of about 50 feet for quite 
a distance. He was a bit bashful iu at- 
tempting the trial to daylight, so he did 
it after nightfall. 


The inventor has an idea that with 


some alteration he can contrive a ma- 
chine which will be capable of traveling 
at least 80 miles an hour, and that he 
will also be able to continue this rate of 
speed even against a strong wind. Some 
day shortly ho intends to give a public 
exhibition of his new machine, and Cin- 
cinnatians will then bo afforded the 
novel sight of rpping a man flying 
through the ait- liVo a bird. Mr. Carrol's
